T here were 

celebrations when 
Hackney was 
awarded three new 
Green Flags, which 
recognise the UK’s best 
green spaces. 

National environmental 
charity Keep Britain Tidy 
awarded the prestigious 
flags to parks in Hackney, 
which brings the total in 
the borough to 12 - 
among the highest in 
London. The new Green 
Flag parks are Well Street 
Common, E9; Cassland 


Gardens, E9; and Clapton 
Square, E 5. 

These are in addition to 
the nine sites that have 
retained Green Flag status 
in 2010. St John’s 
Churchyard, E8 has also 
kept its status as a Green 
Heritage site, one of only 
13 in London. 

The Council celebrated 
the announcement at Well 
Street Common, where 
Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services 
proudly raised one of the 
latest Green Flags. 

He said: “Five years ago 
Hackney only had one 
award for its parks; now 
we have 12. This is a 


wonderful achievement 
that demonstrates how 
far we have come in 
making sure that 
residents and visitors have 
access to the welcoming, 
safe, clean and pleasant

The award scheme is 
the national standard for 
parks and green spaces in 
England and Wales. 

It encourages a high 
level of environmental 
standards, creating a 
benchmark of excellence. 
To be eligible for an 
award, parks must also 
submit a five-year plan 
for continued 
maintenance and 
improvement.

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Counting down 
to the Games 

ACROSS London there have been events to mark the fact that 
there are now only two years until the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games begin in 201 2. 

The Games always succeed in being a great spectacle for 
its global audience. For the places where they are held, like 
Hackney, success must be judged differently - by the impact 
on the local community and what is left behind. 

Inevitably, there are physical legacies - the athletes’ village 
that becomes new homes, the sports facilities and parkland. 
However, our expectations are greater - the Games were won 
not only because of London’s cultural diversity, but also the 
social and economic benefits that it was promised the event 
would leave behind. In short, that means jobs. 

Work to build the Olympic Park and the competition itself are 
over by 201 2, so were never going to provide long-term jobs 
directly. But they were meant to deliver training and entry- 
level jobs, draw people in who hadn’t worked before through 
volunteering, and act as a catalyst for future opportunities. 

The Olympic Park had to be created fast, and not enough 
local people were taken on for training and to build it. So 
it must now fall to the Games themselves to provide more 
opportunities for local people. Although they too will be 
temporary, they can be a pathway to long-term employment. 

During Games time, tens of thousands of people will be 
employed in jobs associated with the event. I am pressing the 
Games organisers on what needs to be done - by them, by 
colleges, by training providers, and by us-to maximise the 
opportunities for residents. 

Hackney is also working hard to ensure 201 2 leaves a 
regeneration legacy of permanent jobs for residents, and 
to secure our long-term vision for the broadcast and media 
centres as a location for creative industries. 

The official London 201 2 Volunteer Programme has just 
been launched to recruit up to 70,000 volunteers for the 
Games. Volunteering is a great way to get involved and gain 
experience, skills and training to improve job prospects. 
Hackney’s own Personal Best programme has already 
helped hundreds of residents develop new skills and gain 
a recognised qualification in volunteering. Graduates of the 
programme will be guaranteed an interview to volunteer 
during the Games. 

So whether it’s volunteering, training or long-term 
employment, Hackney will not forget what the Games were 
meant to deliver for East London and, more importantly, we 
won’t let others forget either.

£1 m for Hackney Wick 

HACKNEY Wick is set to receive a £1 million investment from 
the Big Lottery Fund (BIG).

Thinking 
outside the 
record box 



I T’S just as well the 
inexhaustible music 
encyclopaedia locked 
in the vaults of Gilles 
Peterson’s head has no 
bearing on his actual record 
collection in N4. 

After years of seeking 
out just about every genre 
and sub-genre, from 1950s 
folk to bedroom dub-step, 
the BBC Radio 1 DJ finally 
lost the battle with his ever- 
increasing horde of vinyl. 

“I was living on 
Brownswood Road, but it 
was when I had children 
and the collection was 
too big that we moved to 
Stoke Newington. Now I 
live there and walk across 
Clissold Park to get to the 
studio,” he says. 

The old house is also the 
base of his new company 
Brownswood Recordings. 

Twenty-five years at the 
top has furnished him a 
not undeserved mantle as 
a music taste-maker and 
a risk-taker tapping into 
artists working outside 
conventions. That’s not to 
say he doesn’t know a good 
chart tune when he hears 
one: the back catalogue of 
artists he produced became 
the cornerstone of UK 


soul in the early 1990s - 
Jamiroquai, Brand New 
Heavies, Incognito and 
Young Disciples. 

He began his career on 
pirate stations in the 1980s, 
spinning records at London 
soul nights, one of many 
being Special Branch at 
the Royal Oak in South 
London with the rest of the 
capital’s DJ royalty.

“I’d play upstairs and 
downstairs it was Danny 
Rampling, Paul Oakenfold 
and Nicky Holloway. That 
lasted four years, a very 
important weekly club. Out 
of it came nearly everything 
that we have today in the 
UK,” he claims. 

His name became 
synonymous with acid 
jazz, a warped, electronic 
take on jazz funk. It started 
as ‘just a joke’, his and a 
friend’s answer to 1980s 
acid house. 

He says: “It was a great 
time, but after two years I 
was beginning to feel the

sound, the music, and acid 
jazz name was ghetto-ising 
itself, it was becoming a 
mod thing, a retro thing.” 

Setting up his own 
Talkin’ Loud label - a name 
taken from his Camden 
club night - with Norman 
Jay, he had numerable 
successes along the musical 
spectrum. Legal stations 
picked up on his talent too 
and his CV includes Jazz 
FM - before his show was 
axed for ‘inappropriate’ 
music and his anti-war 
comments during the first 
Gulf War in 1991 -Kiss 
FM when it first received its 
licence, and the BBC. 

And he still presents the 
Radio 1 Worldwide show, 
currently in its tenth year. 
Not bad for someone who 
began his career setting 
up his own station as a 
teenager with an aerial 
suspended between a tree 
and a phone box. 

Now in Hackney for 20 
years, he continues to be 
amazed by the music on 
offer locally. 

“I didn’t think there was 
much of a music scene here 
for ages, but obviously now 
it’s a complete explosion, 
it’s incredible, it’s never 
been better, whether 
it’s Stoke Newington, 
Shoreditch or Dalston, 
Hackney is unbelievable; I 
couldn’t be living in a better 
part of the world right now, 
let alone London. 

“The main thing is just 
what’s happening with the 
exposure - it’s gone from 
Shoreditch and now it’s 
hitting Stoke Newington 
and you’ve got places like 
Cafe Oto in Dalston and all 



these great places,” he says. 

His new big project 
is Havana Cultura: a 
collaboration of previously 
unknown Cuban singers 
and rappers, himself and 
talented pianist Roberto 
Fonseca. 

“There weren’t that 
many people taking risks 
in Cuba. Obviously there 
are brilliant musicians, but 
it’s all quite safe and what 
you would expect. For me 
it’s about finding the cracks 
between the pavement to 
find where the real radicals 
were living,” he adds. 


Now touring with a 
selection of the artists 
featured on the album, in 
typical style, he’s already 
looking to the next 
project. 

He says: “I want to get 
some new producers from 
around the world and get 
Cuban vocalists. People 
like Diplo; getting the 
cutting edge producers of 
electronic music into Cuba 
to spend time recording 
stuff with a lot of these 
artists and see what comes 
out of the experiment.” 

With such a successful 


career, it’s hard to pin him 
down on the highlights: 
“I’ve been able to play 
everywhere - it’s all good. 
I’ve met all my heroes, 
though I still need to do 
an interview with Herbie 
Hancock. I haven’t spent 
time with him yet. 

“It really doesn’t feel like 
25 years, I’m still as active 
as I ever was,” he says.

Q: I bought fresh pasta from the supermarket the 
other day and got very confused with the ‘use by’, ‘sell 
by’ and ‘best before’ labelling! Which one should I 
read to ensure that my food won’t go to waste? 


A: Around a third of people treat ‘best before’ as ‘use by’ 
when, in fact, it is the latter that they should be paying 
attention to. Never eat products after the date shown on 
the ‘use by’ label, but check to see if the food can be frozen 
if you need to eat it at a later date. The ‘best before’ label 
refers to quality rather than food safety. Foods with a ‘best 
before’ date should be safe to eat, but may no longer be at 
their best. Finally, the ‘sell by’ label is used by shop staff, 
not shoppers, to help with stock control. 

Wasting food costs the average family with children £56 
per month and has serious environmental implications.

HACKNEY’S parks are 
opening the doors to all 
manner of creepy crawlies 
in an effort to entice more 
wildlife into the borough’s 
green spaces. 

In June, three of 
Hackney’s Park Rangers 
and 15 volunteers 
worked with the 
London Wildlife 
Trust to create 
nine new insect 
‘loggeries’ in 
Springfield Park. 

The partially 
buried logs will 
provide a habitat for 
a number of interesting 
insects including the rare 
stag beetle. 

As a local nature 
reserve, Springfield Park 


is the perfect 
ocation for 
these ‘dead wood 
homes’ and it is expected 
that dozens of species of 
beetles and bugs will soon 
be drawn to the area. 

New wildlife homes 


will be created in many of 
Hackney’s parks over the 
coming months - part of 
the Council’s biodiversity 
action plan - and there 
will be opportunities 
for residents to help 
create them.

Street, E8, 20 July 

HOT, hot, hot, both inside the sweltering 
Empire and on the stage as this Congolese 
band got into their groove. 

The music was utterly relentless, tirelessly 
dynamic, and layered in earthiness with vocal 
harmonies that cut a clear pathway through 
all the crazy stuff. 

Apparently Benda Bilili’s tunes come straight 
off the streets of the Congo, and it’s true 
these former street-dwellers do exude a truly 
exotic energy that’s a far melodic cry from 
Mare Street - even at 28 degrees. 

What’s served up is witty stuff; a blend of 
roots music, blues and Cuban drum rhythms 
that will only ever allow you to leave the 
dance floor when you can barely breathe your 
fifth request for an encore. 


The name ‘Staff Benda Bilili’ means ‘look 
beyond appearances’, a reference to the 
band’s disabilities - all the musicians had 
polio as children, and appear on stage in 
wheelchairs and on crutches, in hats and 
in a line across the stage that never 
stopped dancing. 

The musicians -who inspired a French 
documentary about their lives and appeared 
at the Cannes Film Festival to a standing 
ovation - have an uncanny ability to make 
their disabilities appear and disappear, as the 
show goes on. 

When one singer gets out of his wheelchair 
we’re reminded; but when he dances like 
there’s no tomorrow, down low on the 
stage floor, you stop seeing, until he jumps 
back into the chair. 

What we have in Staff Benda Bilili is wise 
musicians in wicked control of their audience 
- and don’t they just love it.

Numbers of quitters on the rise 



NEARLY 2,500 people 
have quit smoking for at 
least four weeks in the past 
year, helped by local NHS 
services. 

NHS City and Hackney 
said new stop smoking 
services had supported 
2,453 residents to quit in 
2009/10, almost 500 more 
than its target. 

Stop smoking support is 
available throughout the 
borough from 
pharmacists, GPs, health 
advocates and drop-in 


clinics. Awareness of these 
services is low however, so 
the local NHS teamed up 
with Boots to offer a 


special price promotion to 
give quitters an extra 
boost, that proved a big 
hit. Street recruitment also 


took place at targeted 
intervals during the year, 
offering people the 
opportunity to join stop 
smoking clinics, and a 
drop-in clinic was set up at 
Homerton hospital for the 
Turkish community, which 
has high rates of smoking.

Giving something back 

RUNNERS from Headway East London have raised £2,680 
at this year’s Asics British 1 0k run - with one describing the 
experience as a chance to ‘give something back’ to the 
brain injury charity. 

Volunteers, supporters and two brain injury survivors faced 
tough conditions and tougher competition in their efforts for 
Headway on a hot 1 1 July. 

Matt, a Hackney resident who sustained a brain injury two 
years ago, said: “I was super nervous before the run. The 
responsibility of sponsorship was weighing heavily upon my 
shoulders, but in the end it was a blast.” 

Headway East London supports people affected by acquired 
brain injury and the money raised will contribute to physical 
therapies to help people reach their goal of independence. 
Matt added: “I raised some money for Headway East 
London who have consistently supported me following a 
head injury in 2008. In that time I’ve seen the work they do 
and wanted to be able to give something back.”

Health survey results 


PROPOSALS to reorganise health services in North East 
London have received broad support from residents. 

These include the principle of separating planned and 
emergency surgery, and separating 
children’s and adults’ A&E 
departments. 

During the Health For North-East 
London survey, documents were 
distributed to around 10,000 people 
outlining the proposals developed 
by patients, doctors, nurses and 
other health care professionals on 
how services across the area 
could be improved. 

More than 3,000 residents and organisations responded to 
the four-month long consultation, which ended in March. 
The results were published last month. 

The news coincides with the Government’s instruction that 
all NHS health trusts should review their reorganisation 
proposals with GPs and local authorities to further test 
regional support. Health For North East London added no 
decision will be made on any of the proposals until this 
happens and feedback has been reviewed.

P OET Samuel 

Rogers was born in 
a house that once 
stood on the corner 
of Newington Green in 
1763 - when the area was 
still a rural location away 
from the hectic bustle of 
the City of London. 

Young Samuel studied 
at local schools, firstly 
that of a Mr Cockburn in 
Hackney, and then with 
James Burgh, a radical 
Scottish politician, author, 
and educationalist. 

Burgh’s school was 
just across the green 
from Rogers’ home, and 
may well have inspired 
some of the lines from his 
most famous poem, The 
Pleasures of Memory’. 

Rogers wanted to 
become a Presbyterian 
minister. But his father, 
a City banker, insisted 
that his son follow in his 
professional footsteps. 
Each day Samuel walked 
to work in Cornhill, 
reading the poetry of 


Thomas Gray on 
the way, and soon 
determined that, in fact, 
he wanted to become a 
writer. Samuel Johnson 
was his great hero, along 
with Oliver Goldsmith 
and Gray. 

Aged 18, he had his first 
articles published in The 
Gentleman’s Magazine’, 
and five years later in 
1786, his anonymous 
poem ‘An Ode To 
Superstition’ received 
positive reviews. 

In 1792, The 
Pleasures of 
Memory’ was 
published, again 
anonymously, to an 
excellent reception. 

Byron said ‘there 
is not a vulgar line 
in the poem’, and 
an edition of the 
1830s illustrated 
by Turner and 
Stothard became 
one of the most 
successful late Romantic 
illustrated books. 

At 21, Rogers had 
been made a partner in 
his father’s bank, and he 
became head of the firm 
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at 30. Aged 40, he was 
able to retire with an 
income of £5,000 a year 
and he entertained himself 
by collecting art and 
giving celebrated breakfast 
parties - and very select 
dinners - at his new home 
in the City. He became 
renowned for his caustic 
wit at the table. 

He was a great 
supporter of younger 
writers, including 
Charles Dickens, who 
dedicated The Old 
Curiosity Shop’ 
to him. On one 
occasion when 
Rogers dined 
with Dickens, 
the novelist later 
remembered that the 
drunken poet ‘had to 
be borne out, having 
fallen sick at the table. 


‘Upon which he opened 
them, in the manner of the 
gravedigger in Hamlet, 
and showed me every one.’ 

Rogers’ output was 
small and slow - ‘Human 
Life’ published in 1819 
had taken 12 years to 
write - but he was greatly 
revered in literary circles 
and was a friend of 
Wordsworth and Scott as 
well as Byron and Shelley 
whom he visited in Italy, 
and also Fox, Burke, 
Talleyrand and the Duke 
of Wellington amongst 
many others in the 
political sphere. 


Towards the end of his 
life, Rogers paid a farewell 
visit to his childhood home 
at Newington Green. He 
was reported as having 
said that he regretted 
having parted with it. 

Samuel Rogers died at 
his home in St James’s 
Place in December 1855, 
and was buried in the 
family vault in Hornsey 
churchyard. He left three 
paintings from his art 
collection to the National 
Gallery, the rest, along 
with his library, being sold 
for £50,000 at an auction 
lasting over three weeks.

LONDON’S newest 
transport system has 
opened for business. 

To use the Barclays Cycle 
Hire Scheme during 
August, residents need to 
register as a member before 
receiving a key to unlock 
the bikes. The first users 
will show which areas the 
bikes are most used in. The 
scheme will open to casual 
pay-as-you-go users later 
this year. 

The key costs £3 and 
there are membership fees 
of £1 for 24-hours; £5 for 


seven days; and £45 for a 
year. There is also an access 
fee for the time the bike is 
used during the day, with 
the first 30 minutes of any 
journey being free. 

People using the bikes 
will be able to pick up and 
drop off one of the 6,000 
hire bicycles at around 400 
locations in central 
London, 24-hours a day.

Ditch the bus with a farm bike 

HACKNEY City Farm has unveiled its own cycle rental 
scheme - just for commuters using the number 55 bus. 
Those more used to waiting at Hackney Road stops near 
the farm - at Warner Place, Queensbridge Road, and 
Pritchard Road - can hire a bike for a day, for the same 
price as a bus fare. 

The farm’s Environment and Enterprise Manager, Gustavo 
Montes de Oca, said: “A lot of it came from personal 
experience when I had to get the bus. In rush hour there 
can be huge queues, and we’re right next to a major cycle 
route so it just made sense." 

Currently six hybrid bikes are available, all with pannier 
racks, shock absorbers and mud and chain guards. 

The farm also provides locks, helmets and ‘bike buddies’ - 
experienced cyclists who can help new riders gain 
confidence on the road. Gustavo added the farm is still 
looking for more experienced riders to volunteer for this 
part of the scheme. 

Bus Stop Cycle Start is funded by the Community Cycling 
Fund for London, which gave the farm a £4,933 grant in 
June to help different community groups get on their bikes.

LONDON Buses has won the Low Carbon Champion Award 
for reducing carbon (C02) emissions in its fleet.

In 
201 2, the new hybrid 
Routemasters (left) will come into 
service to form part of the 300 
other hybrids set to be in use by 
this date.

Licensing policy 

DO you think pubs 
should use plastic glasses 
in outside areas? Keep 
doors closed during live 
performances? Or add 
seated areas to slow down 
the pace of drinking? 
Residents and businesses 
can have their say on the 
way licensed premises are 
managed in Hackney. 

The Council is consulting 
on a revised Licensing 
Policy, which sets out 
clear guidelines on how 
licensed businesses will 
help the Council and 
police drive down anti- 
social behaviour, public 
disorder, noise nuisance 
and crime that is related 
to licensed premises. 

The proposals look at
